Dear Mr. Smart: 


As the time is approaching when you will be preparing 
your 1946 town report, we submit the following brief state- 
ment on blister rust control work performed in your town. 

As you know, blister rust control work is conducted 
under a cooperative agreement between the State and 
Federal Governments, in which they cooperate with the 
towns. In 1946, the town of Greenbush made available 
$100.00. Control work was conducted under the direct 
supervision of our Federal Agent, H. G. Bradbury, of 
Belfast. During the Ribes eradication season, 2,147 acres 
of reeradication work was performed, from which 30,841 
wild Ribes plants were destroyed, at a cost of $663.68 
(Town $99.40—State $160.60—Fed. Gov. $403.68). 950 
acres were placed on a maintenance basis, making a total 
acreage now on maintenance of 1,505 acres; 1. e., no further 
control work will be ncessary on this acreage for an in- 
definite period of years. 

However, as there remains around 400 acres still re- 
quiring protective measures, we recommend that the town 
raise a small appropriation for the 1947 season, in order 
that we may complete the reeradication work and place 
the entire town on a maintenance basis.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


(ee ees See 


The fight against the enemies of health is never ended. 
Your Community needs to find better ways and more ef- 
fective weapons to use. One of these is more enlightened 
citizens. Leaders in programs to promote and safeguard 
health have proven that more time and attention should 
be given the prospective mothers and fathers, the infant 
and the pre-school age child. Much harm is done by wait- 
ing until the child enters school before focusing attention 
on his health. : 

Your Bureau of Health Nurse has spent most of her 
time with the younger age group. She has felt the need 
of more united effort on the part of the Community in 
order to make her work more effective. 

During the year health supervision visits have been 
made to the expectant mother before and after the birth 
of the infant. Regular health supervision visits have been 
- made to the infant and pre-school child. The importance 
of periodic check-up and immunization from diphtheria, 
whooping cough and smallpox vaccination has been 
stressed. To help carry out this, three Child Health Con- 
ferences were held this summer. Thirty children were 
given complelte physical examinations. Twenty children 
were immunized against whooping cough and thirteen were 
vaccinated against smallpox. | 

Communicable disease prevention has been carried out 
in the usual manner. Health supervision visits have been 

made to those with tuberculosis and other types of com-

Conferences have been held with the superintendent, 
teachers to discuss health services in the school. Visits have 
been made to the homes of the children whenever the 
teacher requested. 

At a toxoid clinic held in the schools sixty-three children 
were given immunization against. diphtheria. 

Some from Greenbush were X-rayed‘ at the X-ray clinic 
held in Old Town. 

The work of the nurse is greatly strengthened by the 
help of the Health Council. The dental program in the 
schools is carried out by this group.

I herewith submit my first annual report of the progress, — 
condition and needs of the schools of the Town of Green- 
bush. 


Schools opened on pebvciiet 0, 1946 with the following 
teachers:

The work of the teachers has been highly satisfactory, 
and the progress of the children has been better than we 
might have expected when we consider the lack of modern 
textbooks, teaching aids, and reference material, and the 
inadequate and extremely unsatisfactory housing condi- 
tions. | 
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MAINTENANCE 


In accordance with plans made last spring, the Olamon 
building has been wired and electric lights have been in- 
stalled. The building has not been connected to the power 
line as yet because of the necessity of setting poles. The 
Bangor Hydro-Electric Company has agreed to attend to 
that just as soon as possible. 

Limited funds made it impossible to do much in the way 
_ of repairs. However, the primary room in the Olamon 
building and the Cardville building were cleaned and re- 
decorated on the inside. Much more should have been done, . 
but the rooms now are at least clean. 

Next year, the foundation of the Olamon building must 
-be repaired, the ceiling in the room on the first floor of 
that building, which is falling the whole length of the 
room and has caused the building to be condemned by the 
state inspectors must be repaired. . The windows in both 
buildings should be fixed. As they are at present it is im- 
possible to heat any of the rooms as they aout be heated 
in extreme winter weather. 

Both buildings are badly in need of paint on the outside, 
and there are many minor repair jobs that need to be 
done if the buildings are to continue in use. If there is 
any possibility of having a single central school at any 
time in the not too distant future, it would not be economy 
to spend money on any repairs other than those which are 
immediately and urgently necessary. , 


FINANCE 


An examination of the financial statement shows a net 
balance in all accounts of $2,387.86 which, if the schools 
were. well equipped and the buildings were in good repair 
would indicate a very favorable condition. Next year, the 
cost of education is bound to increase. There are two bills 
before the legislature at the present time that will add 


82 | 


over $1000 to the educational costs for Greenbush. The 
minimum salary of $1500 for teacers will mean an increase 
of $792, and the increase in secondary tuition rate from 
$125 to $150 per year per pupil will increase the cost of 
tuition $275 or $300. _We can expect an increase of about 
$100 per teaching position or a total of $300 from the state, 
leaving about $800 for the town to pay. The appropria- 
tions recommended by your committee have anticipated — 
these increases but have not provided for anything more 
than the actual minimum expenditures. The present . 
balance will be consumed, and there will be nothing left 
in March of next year except the balances required by law 
to be carried on the books but which are merely paper 
balances. aah

As you will soon be preparing your 1947 town report, we 
are submitting a brief statement showing the status of 
blister rust control work in the town of Greenbush. 


Blister rust control work is conducted under a coopera- — 
tive agreement between the State and Federal Govern- 
ments, in which they cooperate with towns. 


According to records at this office, Greenbush has 1,179 
acres of pine bearing lands, necessitating a blister rust 
control area of 4,363 acres, which must be kept free of 
wild Ribes plants in order to:insure protection against the 
blister rust disease. The greater part of this pine acreage 
consists of immature growth, and of an age most suscepti- 
ble to the blister rust. : 


During the past several years, Greenbush has made a 
small yearly appropriation for blister rust control, and 
during that time the entire town has been worked twice, 
resulting in that the entire control area of 4,363 acres is 
now on a maintenance basis; i. e., no further control work 
will be necessary for an indefinite number of years. 


During the 1947 work season, 1,461 acres were exam- 
ined, from which 2,100 wild Ribes plants were destroyed, 
at a cost of $320.35 (Town $99.75-Fed. Gov. $220.60). The 
work was under the direct supervision of Federal Agent, 
H. G. Bradbury, of Belfast.

J anuary 1 to December 31, 1947 
BUREAU OF HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Each Sie in Maine has a new challenge for 1948. 
The birth rate for the state has steadily increased.  Al- 
though the past year some steps were taken to improve 
health in Greenbush much remains to be done to provide 
a healthful environment in which these new babies may 
grow and develop into healthy, happy girls and boys. 


As in past years home visits were made to infants, pre-— 
school children and expectant mothers. 


The Bureau of Health Pediatric and Crippled Children’s 
Clinics at Bangor have been used by some children in 
Greenbush. 


Three Child Health Conferences were old: in Green- 
bush during the summer. At these conferences 32 children 
were present, 7 were innoculated against whooping cough, 
10 were innoculated against diphtheria and 5 were vac- 
_cinated. The Health Committee carries on the conferences. 


Conferences have been held with the superintendent and 
teachers to help promote better health education. Following 
these conferences home visits have been made at the re- 
quest of the teachers to assist in finding ways to help de- 
velop better health habits. 


The auditometer was used to test the hearing of the 
children at school. None was found defective. 


In October 63 were given innoculations against typhoid. 


The control of communicable disease has been carried on 
_ by health supervision in the home. Skin testing has been 
done at physician’s request to contacts of tuberculosis 
patients. x-ray clinics held at Lincoln and Old Town have 
been attended by people from Greenbush. 
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The work of the Public Health Nurse has been greatly 
strengthened by the health council. (Plans are now under- 
way to increase it’s membership.

I herewith submit my cmt annual report of the pro- 
. ZTess, ‘conditions and needs of the Schools of Greenbush. 


Schools opened on September 2, 1947 with the following 
teachers: 
Olamon :Helen Dunn, Principal, Grades 4-8. J 
Martha Vowles, Sub-Primary, Grades 1-4. 
Cardville:Alice Fraser. 


The increased enrollment has presented some real prob- 
lems this year. In order to provide seats for the children at 
the Olamon School, we procured eleven seats from Bradley 
to tide us over until new seats can be purchased. Since the 
greatest increase in enrollment has been in the primary 
grades, it has been necessary to semi-departmentalize 
_ grade four. The children have been seated in the grammar 
room because there was not enough room for the necessary 
seats in the primary room. Because there was not enough 
time for one teacher to handle more than forty children in 
five grades, Mrs. Dunn has been teaching part of the 
fourth grade subjects. In that way the primary teacher 
has been relieved of a part of the extremely heavy load. 
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At the end ‘of last term Mrs. Vowles resigned, and we © 


were exceptionally fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of Miss Barbara Beckwith to teach the primary 
grades. She is a certified teacher and is handling her as- 
signment in a highly satisfactory manner. 


MAINTENANCE 


A temporary job was done on the foundation of the - 


Olamon building last summer, and the ceiling in the pri- 
mary room was replaced. After, three years a new stove 
has been delivered and installed in the same room. The one 


thing that is urgently needed now is some work on the © 


windows of both buildings. 


Nothing has been done about connecting the electricity 


for lights. It is hoped that some provision may be made 
for lights before another year. 


FINANCE 


Although the financial statement shows a net balance of 
$2,781.22, it must be remembered that all the balances are 


paper balances and are not available for expenditure for 


school support. Therefore, it is necessary to appropriate all 
funds Ma PS for carrying of the school program.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Greenbush: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the progress, 
conditions and needs of the Schools of Greenbush. 


Schools opened on September 7 with the following 
teachers: 


Olamon—Helen Dunn, Principal, Grades 5-8. 
Barbara Beckwith, Sub-Primary, Grades 1-4. 


Cardville—Nona Yerxa. 


The vacancy in the Cardville school left by Alice Fraser, 
who went to Eddington, was filled by Miss Nona Yerxa who 
taught for several years in the schools of Kennebunk, Maine 
Miss Yerxa stayed for only two weeks and a half. She gave 
as her reason for leaving the unsatisfactory conditions un- 
der which she found herself obliged to work. The poor light 
was causing her considerable trouble with her eyes. 

When we were faced with the possibility of being forced 
to close the school, we were able to secure the services of 
Mrs. Jennie MacGlinchey of Milford. The progress of the 
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children under the direction of Mrs. MacGlinchey gives 
ample evidence of the remarkable piece of work which she 
is doing. We are indeed fortunate to have the services of 
an experienced teacher who is so capable. 


MAINTENANCE 


Storm windows were purchased and installed at the Ola- 
mon building, and there has been a great difference in the 
comfort of the children as a result. 

The well has been a source of considerable difficulty this 
year. Last year, after the well was cleaned in the fall, the 
water was tested and found to be suitable for use. During 
the summer, however, the plank cover started to rot and 
fell into the well. New tile was installed and a new plat- 
form built. Nevertheless, after the well was thoroughly 
cleaned, the water analysis was unsatisfactory. The water 
has been pumped from the well several times, and it is 
hoped that the next test will show the polution removed. 

At the Cardville school, there seems to be no suitable 
source of water supply. There is a possibility that the well 
that has been used can be made satisfactory by building a 
water tight cover and installing a pump. Permission from 
the owner to do this must be obtained, but no objection is 
anticipated. 

Considerable work had to be done on the Cardville build- 
ing in order to make it a little more comfortable and give 
it an appearance that would not turn away a prospective 
teacher. If we continue to use that building for housing 
children, there must be something done to make the toilets 
sanitary. 


FINANCE | 


The only feature of the financial statement that shows 
anything unforeseen, is the overdraft in the repairs ac- 
count. The Health and Welfare Department forced us to do 
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a large amount of work on water supplies which called for 
a larger expenditure than was anticipated, which accounts 
for a part of the overdraft. The change in the program at 
Cardville made it necessary to spend more on repairs there 
than was planned. Only those things which were considered 
to be absolutely essential were done, however, and several 
things still remain undone. 


LEGISLATION 


When we consider the cost of repairs to old buildings and 
the futility of large expenditures for those repairs, the pro- 
visions of one bill now before the legislature should be of 
special interest. The bill to provide financial assistance to 
cities and towns for the erection of school buildings is one 
of the most important if not the most important bill now 
pending. In the first place, it opens the way for the use of 
federal funds for building programs in case the federal aid 
bill is made law. The statement of the federal aid bill pro- 
vides that federal funds shall be used for education in the 
same manner that state funds are used. Now, we have no 
state funds available for buildings in Maine. Therefore, 
any federal funds which we may receive can not be used 
for building purposes unless the legislators at Augusta pass 
the building legislation now before them. In the second 
place, the bill is important because it provides for about 
half of the money necessary to erect a new school building 
in many Maine towns. 


The formula for computing the amount of state aid is as 
follows: 


Cost Equalized Valuation Per Pupil (State)

In Greenbush, it would figure, for a four room building 
costing $40,000,

According to the formula, the state would furnish $34,- 
000. The bill provides, however, that not less than 15% 
nor more than 50% will be paid to any town. Therefore, 
the state would furnish $20,000 on the erection of a $40,000 
building in Greenbush. The town would furnish the re- 
maining $20,000. 


In the event of the passage of the building law, it is 
strongly recommended that the town start setting aside a 
certain amount each year in anticipation of a building pro- 
gram that seems inevitable.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


“The foundation of positive health must be built in child- 
hood. Everything we do to assure children a healthy start 
in life improves the chances of health in maturity.” Your 
public health nurse spends most of her time giving health 
supervision to the expectant mother, infant, preschool and 
school child. 


The control of communicable disease has been carried 
on in the usual manner. Home visits to give instruction in 
the care of patients and their contacts have been made 
whenever necessary. Patch tests have been applied to con- 
tacts of tuberculosis patients whenever the family physi- 
cian requested it. The Bureau of Health X-ray Clinic has 
been nearby twice during the year and 12 were referred 
from Greenbush. 

Conferences have been held with the Superintendent of 
Schools and consulations with the teachers regarding health 
problems in the classroom. Home visits for the correction 
of physical defects have been made at the teachers request. 
The audiometer was used to test the hearing of the school 
children and the one defective childs parents were notified 
so that correction could be taken. In June 49 children were 
given booster shots of diphtheria toxoid. 

The services of our Pediatric, Crippled Children’s and 
Cardiac Clinics held at Bangor continue to be available to 
those who are referred by their family physician. 

During the summer months the Health Council held 
three Child Health Conferences. There was a total attend- 
ance of 45 children at the three conferences. There were 21 
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children given diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough im- 
munizations, 21 children were vaccinated against smallpox 
and 11 were given diphtheria toxoid. 


The town of Greenbush is fortunate in having an active 
_ Health Council who recognizes that with the advances in 
medical science, public health efforts and immunizations 
childhood deaths from preventable diseases can be reduced. 
It is hoped and the mothers are urged to give these pro- 
tective services to their children so they may grow to be 
healthy and happy adults. 


Following is the report of the Health Council. 


The Council held monthly meetings and was usually well 
attended. We held three preschool Child Health Conferences 
with physical examinations and immunizations with an ave- 
rage of 23 children at each conference which was way above 
average of preceeding years. Also we had the immuniza- 
tions in the school. The Dental Hygienist visited the school 
and inspected the childrens teeth.
